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MP accused of putting ‘party politics’ ahead of improving services 

CALLS FOR MP 


TO QUIT

TRANSPORT secretary Chris Grayling is 
facing calls from his own party to stand 
down after he was accused of putting 
“party politics” ahead of improving ser¬ 
vices to passengers. 

Mr Grayling, MP for Epsom and Ewell, 
was also accused of breaking a govern¬ 
ment promise to “give control of London’s 
suburban rail lines, like Southern, South¬ 
eastern, and South West, to Transport for 
London (TfL)”. 

The Transport Secretary formally 
rejected the Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan’s bid to take over commuter routes 
operated by Southeastern on Tuesday. La¬ 
bour Mayor, Mr Khan in turn accused the 
transport secretary of breaking the gov¬ 
ernment’s promise from January 

Conservative MP Bob Neill then called 
for Mr Grayling’s resignation as trans¬ 
port secretary on Wednesday, following 
the emergence of a leaked letter, in which 
the Epsom and Ewell MP expressed his 
desire to keep suburban rail lines “out of 
the clutches of any future Labour May¬ 
or”. 

Mr Neill, pictureed right, told BBC’s 
The Daily Politics: “I think he has com¬ 
promised his position and he should re¬ 
sign. 

“It is clear that as far ago as 2013 there 
was a certainty that he would oppose any 
devolution of rail franchises to a Labour 


mayor. He was doing it for party po¬ 
litical reason. 

“When he came to the House of 
Commons, and said he was doing it 
for financial reasons, that was not 
the truth. 

“I think a minister who has done 
that is not fit for office.” 

Speaking in parliament on Tues¬ 
day, Mr Grayling said that Mr Khan’s 
proposed rail devolution would be 
the “biggest operating change on this 
railway since the 1920s”. 

The Epsom and Ewell MP add¬ 
ed: “We can deliver improvements 
through partnership, but we must re¬ 
member that that partnership is not 
just about London. 

“We need to design a franchise 
structure that delivers improve¬ 
ments for everyone.” 

Responding to the announcement, 
Mr Khan said: “The only proven way 
of improving services for passengers 
is giving control of suburban rail 
lines to TfL. 

“Anything short of this simply 
won’t make the improvements des¬ 
perately needed.” 

He added: “Commuters across 
south London and the commuter belt 
are understandably furious after the 
government broke their promise to 
make commuter rail services more 
frequent, reliable and affordable.” 

In a letter leaked to the Evening 
Standard, Mr Grayling wrote to 
then-Mayor, Boris Johnson, about the 



“possibility of TfL taking on respon¬ 
sibility for a number (of) rail servic¬ 
es in the London area, but outside 
the Greater London boundary”. 

It read: “While I am generally a 
great supporter of what you are 
doing in London, I would not be in 
favour of changing the current ar¬ 
rangements - not because I have any 
fears over the immediate future, but 
because I would like to keep subur¬ 
ban rail services out of the clutches 
of any future Labour Mayor.” 

Speaking in parliament on Tues¬ 
day, Mr Grayling, pictured above, 
said that Mr Khan’s proposed rail 
devolution would be the “biggest op¬ 
erating change on this railway since 
the 1920s”. 

He added: “We can deliver im¬ 
provements through partnership, 
but we must remember that that 
partnership is not just about London. 

A government source close to Mr 
Grayling reaffirmed his position 
that handing over control of subur¬ 
ban rail lines to TfL would make op¬ 
erators unaccountable to passengers 
from outside of London. 

When asked for a comment on Mr 
Neill’s calls for his resignation, Mr 
Grayling’s special adviser said that 
he would decline to comment.

PSPO could dry out 
antisocial drinkers 

Consultation on cracking down on drunken behaviour

AN INCREASE in antisocial 
drinking in a Leatherhead rec¬ 
reation ground has prompted the 
council to launch a consultation 
on how to tackle the issue. 

Mole Valley District Council 
wants to hear from local res¬ 
idents, businesses and users 
of Kingston Road recreation 
ground in Leatherhead about 
whether the council and police 
should be given extra powers to 
curb antisocial behaviour.

Order (PSPO) can be introduced 
to regulate activities in local 
public places which are having 
a detrimental effect on the local 
community. 

The introduction of a PSPO 
at Kingston Road recreation 
ground would provide the coun¬ 
cil and Surrey Police with addi¬ 
tional powers to restrict the con¬ 
sumption of alcohol within the 
recreation ground. 

A council spokesperson said 
that this would help to ensure 
that other users of the site could 
enjoy the facilities, free from this 
type of antisocial behaviour. 

Councillor Lucy Botting, 
executive member for wellbeing, 


said: “We have listened to the 
users, residents and business¬ 
es surrounding the recreation 
ground and we think introducing 
a PSPO could really help reduce 
antisocial drinking and behav¬ 
iour at the site. 

“It is really important that we 
hear from you, especially if you 
have experienced or been affect¬ 
ed by antisocial behaviour at the 
recreation ground.”

Commuters’ misery 
following rail strike

CRISIS-RIDDEN Southern Rail 
cancelled more than 1,000 trains 
on Tuesday, causing fresh mis¬ 
ery for thousands of commuters 
in the operator’s worst strike so 
far. 

Members of the Rail, Mari¬ 
time and Transport (RMT) un¬ 
ion, today launched a three-day 
walkout in a long-running dis¬ 
pute over the role of conductors. 

The drivers’ union Aslef has 
started an overtime ban in a sep¬ 
arate row over driver-only trains. 

Members of the RMT plan to 
confront Transport Secretary 
Chris Grayling when he gives a 
speech tonight on the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans to give train oper¬ 
ators control of track mainte¬ 
nance. 

The union criticised Mr 
Grayling for not mentioning 
the Southern disputes in extracts 
from his speech which were re¬ 
leased beforehand. 

RMT general secretary Mick 
Cash said: “Our guards mem¬ 
bers on Southern Rail remain 
rock-solid and absolutely deter¬ 


mined in their action in defence 
of rail safety this morning. 

“The union repeats its demand 
for Chris Grayling and his Rail 
Minister to get out of their bun¬ 
ker, stop the mud-slinging and 
take up the offer from RMT for 
direct talks to sort out the wors¬ 
ening crisis on Britain’s biggest 


rail franchise.” 

Commuters took to social me¬ 
dia to vent their frustration at 
yet another Southern strike. 

Hugh Wotmayte posted: 
“Southern Rail services can¬ 
celled due to strike action... You 
know, if you couldn’t tell the dif¬ 
ference.”

The charity helps children 
with life threatening illness¬ 
es across south London and 
Kent and the money will 
be used to replace kitchen 
equipment - gas ovens, top 
grill, fridge, freezer, hot plate, 
lighting. 

The Young Lewisham Pro¬ 
ject, pictured right, that sup¬ 
ports young people not in ed¬ 
ucation, received £3,080. 

The charity will use the 
money to upgrade safety 
equipment for motorcycle 
projects, carpentry and cy¬ 
cling. 

The Parallel Youth Enter¬ 
prise, in south London, re¬ 
ceived £4,080. 

Over the last 10 years 
alone, Newsquest has given 
more than £3m in total to 
help charitable community 
causes from Scotland and 


Northern Ireland to the West 
Country. 

The five trustees struggled 
this year to choose between 
hundreds of deserving ap¬ 
plications, but narrowed the 
list down to those which they 
thought would deliver practi¬ 
cal benefits to communities 
served by any of Newsquest’s 
165 local news brands. 

That meant good news for 
the young homeless people 
of Bolton and Blackburn in 
the North and also Bracknell 
in the South, with grants of 
more than £18,000 in total to 
help them through this win¬ 
ter. 

There was help elsewhere 
in the country with food, 
clothing and furniture for 


those who might be lucky 
enough to have a roof over 
their heads, but still have lit¬ 
tle to spare otherwise. And 
then there was money as 
well to support projects pro¬ 
viding regular hot meals for 
the poor, the elderly and the 
isolated. 

The unique and indispen¬ 
sable contribution of hospic¬ 
es caring for patients with 
life-limiting illnesses has 
been recognised by generous 
grants before, but justified 
another £25,000 this year. 

The scouts are also reg¬ 
ular recipients and bagged 
£15,000, which is buying them 
tents for bigger and better ad¬ 
ventures when they go out¬ 
doors, while paying for some 


urgent repairs to the places 
where they meet together in¬ 
doors. There were also grants 
of £23,000 to spruce up facil¬ 
ities in some of the commu¬ 
nity halls that will be hosting 
all those pantomimes and 
parties this Christmas and 
new year. 

With the cheers of the 
Rio Olympics and Paralym¬ 
pics still faintly echoing in 
their ears, the trustees were 
pleased to make grants to im¬ 
prove access to sporting ac¬ 
tivities for everyone, whatev¬ 
er their abilities. That meant 
an outlay of some £15,000 al¬ 
together, including £4,000 in 
Southampton for children’s 
sport and £5,000 in Bradford 
to get the locals out on the 
water in a pair of double 
scull rowing boats. 

But the trustees made sure 
no one was left out. Money is 
going to support sporting pro¬ 
jects that include solo sailing 
for the disabled off the coast 
of Dorset and special saddles 
for a disabled riding group in 
the north-west. 

The two biggest awards 
of £15,000 each went to two 
charities founded in the 19th 
century by a group of ben¬ 
efactors including novelist 
Charles Dickens. They are 
now known as the Journal¬ 
ists’ Charity and Newstraid, 
both helping people who have 


worked in the newspaper 
industry but have fallen on 
hard times. 

“Experience has taught 
us that real benefits are 
more likely to be delivered 
by smaller, well-defined and 
well-targeted donations,” 
said Simon Westrop, chair¬ 
man of the trustees. 

“So we tend to like simple 
things we can understand 
and which deliver obvious 
and immediate improve¬ 
ments to people’s lives. 

“This year, the two tumble 
dryers for a night shelter for 
homeless people in Lanca¬ 
shire are a good illustration 
of what I mean. 

“We are still interested 
in joining with other do¬ 


nors in big projects as well, 
but usually we will want to 
make sure that the majority 
of funding is in place before 
we participate, rather than 
seeing the project left unfin¬ 
ished.” 

The Gannett Foundation 
UK, which makes the grants, 
retains a modest reserve 
to cater for urgent applica¬ 
tions until the next round 
of awards in November 
2017. Applications can made 
through any local Newsquest 
Media Group editor. 

For example, the trustees 
were able to grant £10,000 
from this reserve in 2014 to 
help people caught up in the 
flooding on the Somerset 
Levels.

AN animal sanctuary has un¬ 
veiled plans for new environ- 
mentally-friendly headquarters. 

Last week the Wildlife Aid 
Foundation (WAF) showcased an 
artist’s impression of a wildlife 
corridor and sanctuary, educa¬ 
tion and study facility, and wild¬ 
life hospital and rehabilitation 
centre to be built between the 
M25 and the River Mole. 

The charity, which is current¬ 
ly based in Randalls Road, Leath- 
erhead, is yet to formally put in a 
planning application with Mole 
Valley District Council. 

The WAF hopes to continue 
treating injured animals and 



return them to the 
wild, create a nat¬ 
ural reserve for 
Surrey wildlife, 
inspire future gen¬ 
erations and teach 
them about the im¬ 
portance of the natural 
world, and give vets access to 
information and techniques to 


help treat wildlife. 

“The pioneering scheme aims 
to turn an unloved pocket of 
land adjacent to the M25 into a 
showcase wildlife refuge and 
wetlands habitat, with an edu¬ 
cation centre and internation- 
ally-acclaimed veterinary train¬ 
ing facility,” a spokesman for the 
charity said. 

“The project allows one 
of the country’s best¬ 
loved wildlife charities 
to continue its vital 
work saving British 
wildlife. 

“Future genera¬ 
tions will learn about 
the importance of 
ecology, and vets from 
around the world will 
access knowledge about wild¬ 
life care.”

Get a flu jab, mums-to-be are urged 


MOTHERS-TO-BE should 
protect themselves and 
their babies by getting 
the flu jab this winter, 
midwives at Epsom and 
St Helier hospitals have 
urged. 

NHS guidance recom¬ 
mends that all pregnant 
women get the jab, regard¬ 
less at what stage in their 
pregnancy they are. 

Marion Louki, head of 
midwifery and gynaecolo¬ 
gy at Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals, said: “There is 
good evidence that there 


is a higher chance of preg¬ 
nant women developing 
complications if they get 
flu, particularly in the 
later stages of their preg¬ 
nancy 

“If you have the flu 
while pregnant it could 
mean your baby is born 
prematurely or has a low 
birth weight, and may 
even lead to stillbirth or 
death in the first week of 
life.” 

The flu vaccine only 
lasts for a year, so those 
who had a jab last year 


will need another injec¬ 
tion this year and the jab 
doesn’t contain the ‘live’ 
virus so it cannot give peo¬ 
ple the flu. 

Ms Louki said: “The 
vaccine doesn’t carry risk 
for you or your baby.” 

The flu jab, which is 
free for pregnant women 
and those in other ‘at risk’ 
groups, is available from 
your GP or pharmacy.

I have discovered all Tramlink 
passengers using Oyster pay as 
you go cards are being denied 
the new “Hopper” fare conces¬ 


sion (recently introduced by 
London Mayor Sadiq Khan, so 
that bus/tram passengers get 
the second journey within an 
hour of the first free)Wimble- 
don Tramlink passengers are 
being denied this concession 
because the necessity to “touch 
out’ or alternatively ‘touch in” 
through the gates at Wimbledon 
station negates the possibility 
of this new concession (ze¬ 
ro-rated fare) being triggered. 

If the gates are already open 
and un-staffed (rarely) this 
problem is avoided.

Firstly I would like to say how 
sad I am that you had this out¬ 
burst from this lady, unfortu¬ 
nately this can put a bad light 
on all other dog owners out 
there and I promise you that 
although we may have opinions 
we don’t all have outbursts like 
this. 

I have had dogs, mainly bitch¬ 


es my whole life and unless 
you intend to breed from your 
bitch it is, I believe, in their best 
interest to be spayed. Bitches 
which have not been spayed 
have a higher risk of mammary 
tumours and also the life-threat¬ 
ening illness of pyometra. I 
have found that occasionally my 
own dogs can be a bit “tetchy” 


when in season also. So general¬ 
ly a good idea all round. 

Timing of the operation 
needs to be discussed with 
your vet but personally I would 
always let my dog have one 
season first and then have the 
operation about three months 
later. I believe it is not best to 
have the operation right near a 


season and if they haven’t had 
their first one then it could be 
very close. I’m sure you will get 
lots of replies, obviously these 
are only my own views but 
maybe I may have given you a 
few ideas to research.

Cyclists and horse riders are using up too much of road 


I’ve been driving on the road for 37 
years, in cars, on motorbikes and 
behind the wheels of tractors, fork 
lifts, vans and lorries. I consider 
myself to be an experienced and 
considerate driver. 

But, I’m also a devotee of leg- 
power and enjoy nothing more than 
climbing on to my mountain bike to 
disappear into the woods. 

I therefore find it hugely disap¬ 
pointing to report the quite idiotic, 
dangerous and downright thought¬ 
less behaviour of so many cyclists 
I’ve seen in my lane this week. 

Good road safety depends upon 
all road users exercising common 
sense and understanding for other 
road users - it’s that simple. 

So, why must cyclists insist upon 
riding two, or even three, abreast 
in a narrow, winding lane? They 



then have the brass neck to look 
affronted when an approaching car 
almost ploughs into them. 

If cyclists act sensibly and show 
respect for drivers then they de¬ 
serve the utmost consideration. 

If they ride in a pack, spread 
right across a country lane then I’m 
afraid it’s just a matter of time until 
they come off considerably worse 
in a collision. 

It is the responsibility of all road 
users to be as aware as possi¬ 
ble of everything around them to 
keep both themselves and others 


safe. Joggers and walkers who use 
headphones to disappear into their 
world simply won’t hear approach¬ 
ing danger. Drivers travelling too fast 
don’t give pedestrians, horse riders 
or cyclists enough time to react. 

But cyclists riding together who are 
anything but single file are acting 
irresponsibly and deserve what they 
get. 

I’m lucky that 99 per cent of my 
cycling can be off-road, much my 
preferred choice, but when I’m out 
with a mate or two there’s no way 
we would ever ride side by side 
when we’re on the road. 

And while I’m on the subject, 
horse riders also need to demon¬ 
strate the same respect. A pair of 
lumbering horses will be even slow¬ 
er to react than cyclists and in my 
experience the scorn they display 


to car drivers is even more pointed 
than cyclists. 

Given that no one on a bike or a 
horse is paying a single penny for 
the privilege of using the high¬ 
way their behaviour is even more 
inexcusable. 

I believe riding two-abreast on 
any road not designed for the 
practice is highly dangerous and 
anyone caught in the act should be 
prosecuted. To date I’m not aware 
of anyone being charged with such 
an offence.

JOINTEFFORT 



Joint ownership of a property 
may seem quite straightforward. 
You and your partner buy a 
house together and, after that, 
everything is hunky-dory unless 
the relationship goes pear-shaped. 
Even then, there is no problem. You 
just sell the property and split the 
proceeds 50-50. 

If only it really were that simple. 
In fact, joint ownership is full of 
many complex legal nuances, so 
it is wise to acquaint yourself with 
some of them before signing on 
the dotted line with the love of 
your life. See below 10 top tips to 
consider: 

1) Properties, whether leasehold 
or freehold, can be jointly owned 
by two or more people either 

as joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They are not quite the 
same thing and you need to work 
out which type of joint ownership 
arrangement suits you before a 
property is registered with the 
Land Registry. 

2 ) If you buy a property with 
someone else your solicitor will 
draw up a 'declaration of trust' 


which will clarify whether you and 
your partner are 'joint tenants' 
or 'tenants in common'. "That 
clarity is important because it 
makes selling a property later 
comparatively straightforward," 
says Nick Alderman, partner at 
Knight Frank. 

3 ) Joint tenants have equal 
rights to the whole property 
and if one owner dies, the other 
automatically inherits the whole 
property. A joint tenant cannot 
pass on his or her half-share of 
the property to someone else in 
their will. 

4 ) Tenants in common do not 
necessarily have to own equal 
shares in a property. For instance, 
one could own 75 per cent, the 
other 25 per cent. And their share 
does not automatically go to the 
other in the event of their death. 
They can bequeath it to someone 
else in their will if they wish. 

5 ) Nothing is set in stone. 
Tenants in common can become 
joint tenants, and often do - if 
they decide to get married, for 
example. Similarly, joint tenants 


might decide to become tenants 
in common, which offers greater 
flexibility in the event of divorce 
or separation. Note that this does 
not have to be done by mutual 
consent. One joint owner can 
serve what is called a 'notice of 
severance' on the other owner. 

6 ) t is also possible for the sole 
owner of a property to transfer 
the ownership to joint ownership, 
whether as joint tenants or tenants 
in common. This step is often taken 
when couples move in together. 

7 ) Joi nt ownership is particularly 
beneficial in the case of second 
homes, on which capital gains tax 
is payable. If the properties are 
jointly owned, both parties can 
take advantage of their capital 
gains tax allowance of £11,100. 

8 ) The 50:50 split in the case 
of a property co-owned by joint 
tenants also extends to any rental 
income that may accrue from the 
property. 

9 ) In the event of one joint 
owner of a property 'losing mental 
capacity', and being judged 
incapable of signing legally binding 


documents, the other owner has 
to apply to the Court of Protection 
before he or she can sell the 
property. 

10 ) It goes without saying that, 
when acquiring a property jointly 
with someone else, you should 
always take expert legal advice 
and mull over the various joint 


ownership options. 

Many couples have lived 
together happily in the same 
property for years and would 
be unable to tell you if they 
were joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They probably see it as 
an academic point. But it may 
be worth clarifying your own 


situation in case of unforeseen 
developments in the future. Time 
spent on research is never time 
wasted.

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WHAT YOU NEED 

For the jerk marinade 
1/2 large onion, chopped 
1 bunch of spring onions, 
trimmed top and tail 
1/4 tsp ground clove 
1/2 tsp ground nutmeg 
3 tsp ground allspice 
1 tsp salt 

1 tbs dark soy sauce 

2 tbs dark brown sugar 
1 tsp dried thyme 

lOg fresh thyme 

60ml light olive oil 

Juice of 1 1/2 limes 

1 or 2 scotch bonnet chillies, 

de-seeded 

For the rice and peas 
1 medium onion 
300g easy cook rice 
1 tin of coconut milk (400ml) 

1 tin red kidney beans (400g) 
Light olive oil 

HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

This can be served with separate 
jerk sauce - see my recipe here. 

Make the jerk marinade. 
Put all the ingredients in a blend¬ 
er and blitz until it's a smooth 
paste. NB: Scotch bonnets are 
very hot chillies. You can cut 
back on these but remember the 
overall balance of flavours will 
need some heat. Try putting in 
one chilli to begin with and taste. 
Add another if it needs it. 

Marinate the chicken. 
Massage the jerk into the meat 
and allow to marinate in the 
fridge for 2-4 hours. NB: Some 
recipes say to slash the meat to 
allow the marinade to get into 
the chicken, which might also 
help cook the inside of the chick¬ 
en. I don't do this preferring to 
try to keep as many of the juices 
inside the meat as possible. 
Make the rice and peas. 


The guys at WhatDadCooked.com don’t agree that this is the wrong time of year for jerk 
chicken with rice and peas. Here’s their method for making a tasty treat for winter...

Chop the onion finely and put 
into a thick-bottomed pan with 
lid. Fry gently on a medium 
heat for 10 minutes. Add the 
rice and continue to fry for 5 
minutes. Meanwhile, put the 
coconut milk and an additional 
275ml water into a pan and 
bring to a simmer. 

When the rice has been 
frying for 5 minutes add the 
liquid and bring this to the boil 
quickly - then immediately set 
at the lowest heat and secure 
the lid tightly. Cook for 20 


minutes. While the rice is cook¬ 
ing, heat the kidney beans in 
their water until very hot. When 
the rice has been cooking for 
20 minutes add the beans and 
stir the rice. Turn off the heat 
and let the rice sit for 15 min¬ 
utes. Stir just before serving. 

Cook the chicken. If using 
a barbecue, cook the chicken 
gently to start. This is best 
done using indirect heat with 
a covered barbecue - or with 
the grill set on a high setting 
above the coals on an uncov¬ 


ered barbecue. 

The challenge with boned 
chicken thighs is getting the in¬ 
side cooked before the outside 
gets too charred. This actually 
requires a bit of skill and pa¬ 
tience. Let the chicken cook for 
about 25 minutes turning often 
and basting with marinade, 
then grill on a higher heat to 
chargrill the chicken for about 
5-10 minutes, being careful 
not to cause too many flames 
with dripping fat. Test a piece 
of chicken by probing with 


a knife to see if it is still pink 
inside or runs with pink juices. 

Continue cooking until 
thoroughly cooked. If using 
an oven, place in an ovenproof 
dish and cook in a medium 
oven (189C, Gas 4) for about 
35-45 minutes or until the 
chicken is thoroughly cooked. 

Serve. Serve the chicken 
with the rice and peas, green 
salad and jerk sauce if desired.

Volkswagen’s seventh-generation Golf 
Estate is a very complete compact load- 
lugger. JONATHAN CROUCH reports... 


BACKGROUND: Compact estate 
cars never put much of a dent in 
the public consciousness and as 
neatly finished as this improved 
seventh-generation Golf Estate is, 
one suspects it's always going to 
remain a minority interest item. 

Still, it's good value in mid-range 
'Match Edition' guise and, as you'd 
expect from Volkswagen, it's very 
well designed. No hurriedly cobbled 
together conversion, this estate 
is properly practical with up to 
1,620-litres of load space available. 
DESIGN AND BUILD: Given that 
estates are designed to haul a hefty 
amount of gear around, the concept 
of a compact estate at first seems 
one destined to crash and burn. 

And so it has proved. No matter 
which hugely successful product line 
you choose - Volkswagen Golf, Ford 
Focus, Vauxhall Astra or Renault 
Megane - its estate variant has 
added but a nominal amount to the 
overall sales figures. 

Accept that this is the way it 
is - and is destined to stay - and it's 
easier to get to grips with this latest 
Golf Estate. 


ON THE ROAD: VOLKSWAGEN 
GOLF ESTATE - 


Sold alongside the Golf three and 
five door hatches, the Golf Estate 
offers another alternative for those 
not quite prepared to step up to a 
Touran mini-MPV. And the car itself? 
Well, after six model generations, 

38 years and 29 million cars, it 
would perhaps be a little surprising 
if Volkswagen didn't have the hang 
of building Golfs by now. This latest 
version offers a smarter look, an all- 
new 1.5-litre TSI engine option, more 
sophisticated media connectivity 
and a range of important detail 
changes. 

Get under the skin of this 
Volkswagen Golf Estate and you'll 
find a platform that's very stiff and 
is almost infinitely customisable, 
being based on the modular MQB 
chassis that underpins everything 
from the Skoda Octavia to the Audi 
A3. All but the entry level versions 
get variable drive settings (Eco, 
Sport, Normal and Individual) 
and this results in a car that can 
entertain or cosset as required. 
There's also the option of Dynamic 
Chassis Control to consider. This 
features adaptive damping and a 



Sport setting to really give the car's 
ride a dual personality. 

Most of the engineware in this 
Golf is carried over from before, 
but there is an all-new petrol 
powerplant-Volkswagen is calling 
it the '1.5 TSI Evo', a four cylinder 
petrol turbo that uses 'Active 
Cylinder Management' to cut off 
two cylinders under light to medium 
throttle loads. This engine develops 
150PS in its standard form, but 


there is also a 'BlueMotion' version 
developing 130PS.The other 
mechanical change made to the 
line-up is the replacement of the old 
6-speed DSG auto gearbox with a 
more efficient 7-speed unit. 

Otherwise, things are much as 
before. At the foot of the range, 
there's the well-regarded 1.0-litre 
TSI petrol unit, a three cylinder 
powerplant developing 115PS. 

Most Golf Estate buyers though, 


tend to want a diesel - possibly 
the 115PS 1.6-litre TDI diesel, 
but more probably the 2.0-litre 
TDI, available with either 150 or 
184PS. As before, only variants 
developing more than 120PS get 
multi-link rear suspension: below 
that level, your Golf will come with 
a less sophisticated torsion bean 
set-up. As before, there's a 2.0-litre 
turbocharged 4WD Golf R super 
estate model at the top of the 


range. And a 4WD Alltrack variant 
too. 

MARKET AND MODEL: The first 
thing you'll notice about this revised 
Golf Estate is probably its slightly 
sleeker front end. Many variants now 
get full-LED headlamps and the air 
intakes at either corner of the front 
bumper have been restyled too. Jewel¬ 
like LED tail lamps are now standard 
across the range and on top versions, 
there are smart animated flowing 
indicators too. 

Otherwise, things are much as 
before - which means that there's 
more space inside than you might 
expect. There's 605-litres of cargo 
space if you load up to the parcel shelf. 
Flip the rear seats down and you get 
a full 1,620-litres. At 4,562mm, the 
Golf Estate is 307mm longer than the 
hatchback, so do bear this in mind if 
you're already tight for parking space 
with a hatchback model. 

COST: Prices range in the £19,000 
to £35,000 bracket and represent a 
premium of around £700 over the 
Golf hatchback. There are 'S', 'Match 
Edition' and GT trim levels, plus the 
Golf R performance model and the 
4M0TI0N Alltrack variants for those 
needing extra winter traction. All 
Golf Estate models come with seven 
airbags, including a driver's knee bag, 
five three-point seat belts, ABS with 
ESP, the XDS electronic differential lock 
and ISOFIX preparation for two rear 
child seats.

SUTTON United will host 
League One high-fliers AFC 
Wimbledon in the Third 
Round of the FA Cup after 
the two sides were paired in 
Monday night’s draw. 

The match, which prom¬ 
ises to be a mouth-watering 
derby, will take place at Gan¬ 
der Green Lane on the week¬ 
end of January 7-8. 

Both teams secured excit¬ 
ing victories in the Second 
Round at the weekend. 

Wimbledon scored four 
goals in the final 10 minutes 
of an astonishing tie at Va- 
narama National North side 
Curzon Ashton on Sunday to 
win 4-3. 

Tom Elliott scored the 
decider with virtually the 
last touch of the game. 

Meanwhile, U’s vercame 
League Two Cheltenham 
Town 2-1 at Gander Green 
Lane on Saturday thanks to 
a last-minute Roarie Deacon 
strike. 

There is a strong bond 
and mutual admiration be¬ 
tween Sutton and Wimble¬ 
don, which was cemented in 
2002 when the U’s provided 
the opposition for Dons first 
ever game as AFC following 
the Football Association’s 
scandalous decision to relo¬ 
cate Wimbledon FC to Milton 
Keynes. 

Sutton won 4-0 that day, in 
front of an incredible crowd 
of 4,657 at Gander Green 
Lane, as the Dons began the 
arduous process of rebuild¬ 
ing the club from scratch. 

The two sides missed each 
other as the Dons progressed 
through the divisons from 
the Combined Counties 
League to the third tier of 
English football. 

In 2008 they won promo¬ 
tion to the Conference South 
just as Sutton suffered rele¬ 
gation to the Ryman League 
Premier Division.

The clubs have met twice 
before in a competitive 
match, albeit in the Surrey 
Senior Cup.

In 2013 Sutton gained re¬ 
venge with a 5-2 home suc¬ 
cess, a victory met by more 
modest celebrations. 

It has been an amazing 
year for both clubs. 

Under Paul Doswell’s stew¬ 
ardship, Sutton went on an 
amazing 26-game unbeaten 
run to clinch the Vanarama 
National South title last sea¬ 
son, while Neal Ardley mas¬ 
terminded Dons’ promotion 
to League One, which culmi¬ 
nated in a 2-0 victory over 



Plymouth Argyle at Wembley 
in May. 

The names of both clubs 
will be forever etched into 
FA Cup folklore. 

The Dons bettered 
their giantkilling ex¬ 
ploits of the 1970s - 
when they famously 
beat First Division 
Burnley and drew 
with reigning 
champions Leeds 
United - by going „„ 
stun Liverpool 1-0 in the 
final of 1988. 

Not to be outdone, the 
following season Sutton 
knocked out First Divi¬ 
sion Coventry City 2-1 in 
the Third Round. 

There’s added spice for 
United’s new striker Matt 
Tubbs who scored a debut 


goal in the defeat of Chel¬ 
tenham on Saturday. 
Tubbs had a loan spell 
at Wimbledon in 
2014/15 be¬ 
fore securing 
permanent 
to Portsmouth 
and he will no 
doubt relish 
the chance of 
hitting the tar¬ 
get against his 
former club. 

Although 
Wimbledon will 
be the hot favourites for this 
tie, the cup has a reputation 
for paying scant regard to 
status and Sutton will qui¬ 
etly fancy their chances of 
causing yet another shock. 

Matchday arrangements 
will be announced soon.
